Clarksburg, W. Va., Aug. 31 (AP) 
—Harry F. Powers. 45, suave West 
Virginian who police said, confess­ 
ed to mass Whine as a means of 
livelihood, added another ghastly 
chapter late Sunday to the story of 
his career as a modern bluebeard. 
After an hour of questioning. 
Powers confessed to the killing of 
Mrs. Dorothy Dressier Lemke, 50, 
of Northboro, Massachusetts, whose 
body was the fifth to be uncovered 
in a sewer trench on Powers’ “mur­ 
der farm*’ in the hills near this city. 
At the same time, police an­ 
nounced, Powers described for the 
first time the means he employed 
in killing his other four victims. 
Mrs. Asta Buick ©cher, widow of 
Park Rodge. Hinois, and her Ihree 
children. 
Four of the persons, he revealed, 
were strangled and then beaten. 
One died solely from beating with 
a hammer. 
Powers, or Cornelius Pearson, as 
he often styled himself, told at 
length of how he lured his women 
victims to this city through ex­ 
travagantly - worded 
advertise­ 
ments 
in 
matrimonial 
agency 
periodicals with a view to obtain­ 
ing their property and bank ac­ 
counts. and how he slew the five 
persons, all of them on the same 
evening. 
The two women came to Clarks­ 
burg at almost the same time, 
"about” 
August 
I, 
Powers 
was 
quoted as relating. 
Fat Into Cells 
Early in the day, he took the 
Illinois widow and her three chil­ 
dren 
to 
the 
oddly-constructed 
garage he had built on the out­ 
skirts of Clarksburg, and made 
them prisoners in individual sound­ 
proof tile chambers, specially fash­ 
ioned in the basement of the small 
frame building. 
Mrs. Lemke arrived from New 
England later in the day and she 
in turn was taken to the garage 
and imprisoned. 
Then, 
police said. Powers re­ 
lated how one by one he removed 
his five victims to the upper floor 
of the garage, where a rope was 
suspended from a rafter. 
Each of the persons, excepting 
Mrs. Etcher’s son, Harry. 12. was 
hanged. Fearing that 
strangula­ 
tion might not be complete, the 
slayer then mashed in their heads 
with a hammer, he was quoted as 
saying 
The Eicher 
boy, Powers 
said. was felled with a hammer 
blow. The five bodies then were 
buried in the sewer trench be­ 
neath the garage, where they were 
found last week.

Shanghai, Aug. 31 (AP)—Tragic 
uncertainty still 
veiled today the 
extent of the disaster in Kiangsu 
province, where eight miles of dike* 
along the Orand canal collapsed 
although an aerial survey led au­ 
thorities to believe an early Chi­ 
nese estimate vastly exaggerated 
the number of deaths 
Nevertheless, it still was feared 
thousands died in Kaoyu and other 
nearby cities when dikes collapsed 
last Tuesday and Wednesday, while 
in the countryside villages perhaps 
even a greater toll was taken. 
Flite incomplete report of deaths 
n Kiangsu province were received 
as comparatively stable conditions 
returned to the Wuhan cities of 
Hankow. 
Hanyang and Wuchang, 
where, however, 
water from 
the 
Yangtze still inundated the streets. 
The Wuhan gendarmerie head­ 
quarters estimated that 250,000 per­ 
sons drowned or succumbed to dis­ 
ease starvation or exposure in the 
three latter cities. The figures may 
be accepted a* official and compar­ 
atively reliable.

COST OF SETS 
FOR TELEVISION 
WILL BE CHEAP 


Forecast I**ss Expense For 
Apparatus Than Early 
Radio Sets. 


FOOTLIGHTS LURE

New York (AP)—When real tele­ 
vision comes its introduction 
into 
the home Is not going to be nearly 
as expensive as was soun^ broad­ 
casting 
Research

perfect radio pictures think the 
cost of the television receiver at its 
formal introduction some time in 
the future will be no more than 
that of a high grade broadcast set 
of not so long ago. and cheaper in 
comparison with some of the early 
types of broadcast sets. 
Forecasts of plans for this new 
art. which is to be supplementary to 
Bound broadcasting as sound is to 
the mowing picture, indicate that 
laboratory improvements in 
tele­ 
vision reception already have re­ 
sulted in a wide variety of designs. 
Looking toward this end is the 
work being done in 
the 
research 
laboratories 
of

at 
Camden, New Jersey, where Dr. 
Valdimar Zworykin and R. D. Kell 
have overcome many of the 
ob­ 
stacles of radio sight. 
N on-Mechanical Process 
Persons familiar with the results 
obtained say that one type of re­ 
ceiver developed uses the super­ 
heterodyne circuit for signal copy­ 
ing and amplification, feeding its 
output into the Zworykin cathode 
ray tube, a device for reproduction 
without mechanics. 
This receiver, which also contains 
the special amplifier needed to oper­ 
ate the cathode ray tube or “kine­ 
scope.” has the regulation 
tuning 
controls. Besides there is a volume 
control for signal level and a back­ 
ground control to change the in­ 
tensity of the picture. 
Ultra short waves are being used 
to air tests, engineers feeling that 
the territory under ten meters will 
be the most practical place for pic­ 
ture transmission. 
This is due in part to the wide 
frequency bands needed for good 
television, something on the order 
of 2.000 kilocycles, compared with 
ten kilocycles required for sound.

Farmers Plan To 
Plant tass Wheat 


Washington, Aug. 31. (AP)—The 
agriculture department announced 
Friday that farmers intend to plant 
12 per cent less winter wheat next 
fall than was harvested this year. 
The department said if farmers 
generally carry out the intentions 
as reported thus far, they will sow 
34.344 000 
acres as compared with 
42.422 000 acres in 1930. 
This is the smallest acreage re­ 
ported as intended since intentions 
were first determined in 1923, and 
bs the fourth successive year that 
prospective acreage has been less 
than the preceding year. 
The department also announced 
that farmers intend to plant 5.5 per 
cent less rye next fall. A total of 
3,490.000 acres is planted, compared 
with 3.692.000 sown last fall.

Petazzi took him up for a short joy 
ride from the Cascina Costa field 
In an antiquated ship. 
Since then he has been a pas­ 
senger in alm ost every 
type of 
plane used either in Italy or any 
other European country. 
Flies For Sport 
Unlike 
some 
oth er 
European 
statesm en, he shuns planes as a 
medium of official travel, but is al­ 
ways ready for a flight as sport or 
relaxation. 
W hile still editor of his paper 
“Popolo d ’ltalia” he undertook to 
learn to fly. 
During a practice flight in 1919 
the plane he was piloting crashed, 
but th e future leader of the Italian 
governm ent was unhurt.
